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REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed July 
19, 2004. Claims 1-18 and 20-52 are pending in the application. Claims 37-51 have been 
allowed. Claims 2-6, 10, and 14-18 have been amended. Claims 19-36 have been canceled. 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and favorable action of all pending claims in 
view of the following remarks. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

The Office Action rejects Claims 1, 7, 9, 14-18, 20-24, 26-35 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated over U.S. Pat. No. 6,614,781 to Elliott {"Elliott"), Applicants' 
amendments to the claims have rendered these rejections moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate the indication in the Office Action that Claims 37-51 are 
allowed. 

Claim Obiections 

Applicants further thank the Examiner for indicating that Claims 3-6 and 10-13 
"would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims." Applicants have rewritten Claims 3-6 and 10 in 
independent form, which makes these claims, and the claims that now depend from these 
claims, allowable, including Claims 10-13. Favorable action is respectfully requested. 

Information Disclosure Statement
